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their Viſor and walk'd bare-Faced, and made uſe of none of thoſe de- 
luſory pretences of bringing him home to his Parliament, and making 
him a glorious King. 

7. The Papiſts, Quakers, Levellers, Browniſts,and Fifth-Monarchy- 
men are all alike obnoxious, for though they difter in themſelves, yet 
are they Confederated together in an inſeparable Union - againſt the

of ſuch hands, and ſuch a Structure cannot ſtand. King James his Apho- 
riſm, zo Biſhop, no King, we have (by a moſt lamentable and tad ex- 
perience) found true. Iris true we cannot Divine of the future beha- 
viour of men, but when they have, like Cain, a Mark ſet upon them, 
we ought to fly them, as we would Intection, and let it be remembred 
that ſuch as give their Votes for any under theſe Circumſtances, are ſhort- 
ſighted, wiltully blind, or of the fame Leven, and do asmuch as in them 
hes, to repeat the ſame Miſchiefs over again. 

Now to chuſe ſuch as are without exception, ſuch I ſay are men of 
good Eſtates,true Sons of the Church, and of untainted Loyalty to their 
Prince, andſuch men can have no deſigns a-part fromthe good of their 
Country. Some of thoſe brave Souls are ſtil] living, that exhauſted their 
Eſtates, and emptied their Veins in the Defence of Church and State, 
and is 1t not more Rational to think, nay 1s it not Irrational to think 0- 
therwiſe, that theſe men or their Sons, will rather do the like again, 
than ſuch or the Sons of ſuch, as once ſteered a quite* contrary Courle, 
till they made Shipwrack of three Kingdoms ? Ir is probable they may 
(nay, it is certain they will 'if permitted) again make lopg harangues 
for the Liberty and Property of the Subje, (which they invaded and 
deſtroyed ) Redreſs of Grievances, which they multiplyed a 10co times 
over, Reformation of Church Government, which they turn'd umto 9 
Chaos ofConfuſion 3 and though they have laid aſide (as a State-deve 
out of date) their Religious Mask;( with which they cover'd ſuch maltt- 
tudes of horrid Impieties; as would' makea Pagan bluſh to behold) yet 
they have found out freſh {lights todebauch the people from Wer Al- 
legiance. Theſe are, I ſay,our hot-headed Schiſmatical Separatz(6, whoſe 
Maſter-piecenow is to perſuadethe honeſt and plain-hearte/Church of 
England man,that their Spiritual nor Secular concerns canno'Þe ſafe, ex- 
cept they. chuſe ſuch men as may be as obnoxtous to ourPreſent Sove- 
raign, as ſome others were barbarous to his Father : ard the more et- 
fettually to wheadlethem into this ſnare, they tell the, that it was not 
they (good men!) that Murder'd him, but the PapijS 3 andt they can 
but throughly delude the people with this Impoſpre, their Game will 
play it ſelf without trouble of ſhifting Scenes, forthe Good Old Cauſe, , 
which is (till ſo nauſeous, will theh havea ſavoury Relliſh. True itis, the 
Prieſts and Jeſuites had their part (and a&ted to the lite) in fomenting 
thoſe unhappy and inhuman Diſcords ; as 44reas ab Habernfields Diſco- 
very to Sir William Boſwell, and from higycranſmitted to the Arch-Bi- 
{hop of Carterbary (that Mirror of Lf" ning and Pious Conſtancy) 
whom they intended to have Maſlacre/ for being ſo firm a Pr _— 
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and the Parliament actually murder'd under the falſe pretence of being 
a Papilt, do plainly demonſtrate, So that we' fee, that as ourdear 
Lord” and Saviour was Cruciftied between to Thieves, ſo was the 
Lords Annointed our dear Sovereign between the Jeſuits and 
Phanaticks : It matters not what Principles the High-Court of 
Juſtice were of , whether Presdyterian, Independant (or which is 
moſt likely ) Infidel, or a mixt crew made up of all ſorts ; but this 
uſe may -be made on't, there were and {till are many thouſands in 
this Kingdom (and few Towns ſo inconfiderable as not” to have ſome 
of them) that intitled themſelves the Afſerters of the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, and were (in their ſeveral Capacities) ſtrenuous Abettors of their 
moſt wicked and execrable Practices,and as they did then,fo they do ſtill 
call themſelves Proteſtants. And fo far are they from expreſhing any true 
ligns of Repentance, that I fearthey are more ready to juſtifie the FaQt, 
and that tor this Reaſon: At Cronches Meeting-Houſe in Moor-fields, and 
ſeveral others about the City, where on Sundays are eighteen hundred 
or two thouſand Hearers, they keep the Fifth of November mighty 
{tri&, which proves them no Papiſts, but on the Thirtieth of Janzary 
there is not a ſoul in them 3 and fo far are ſome of them from keeping it 
asa day of Humiliation, that they make it a day of Feaſting : theſe are 
bad (igns, my Maſters. : 

Some of the mi(-led Flock of Presbyterians makeloud boaſts of the 
Loyalty of their Omnipotent Doctors Love and Baxter, and how the 
firlt dyed a Martyr for the fake and cauſe of the King ; but to re&ifie 
that miſtake, ſee his Narrative, where he prays that God wonld' redeent 
the Kine from the Iniquity of his Fathers Houſe. Again,' It is earneſtly 
wiſhed that our Kings heart may be tender and be truly humble before the 
Lord for the ſins of his Fathers Houſe. And ſee his ſpeech upon the 
Scatioid where he lays, I did (it is true) oppoſe in my Place and Calling, 
the Forces of the late King, and were he alive again, and ſhould I tive 
longer, the Cauſe being as then it was, I fhonld oppoſe him longer. Andin 
his Petition, © he doth proteſt in the preſence of God;the ſearcher of all 
© hearts,that he knoweth no Plot or Delign againſt the preſent Govern- 
<« ment (the Rap )nor is he privy in the leaft,to any preparations for, or 
< intendments towards any Inteſtine Inſurrections,or Foreign Invaſions, 
* or to any Correſpondence now held with any in or of the Scottiſh Na- 
*tion,or any other whatſoever. And again, © He promiſeth never to 
* Plot, Contrive, or deſign any thing tothe hurt of this preſent Govern- 
<* ment, { Rxwmp) and that he is forrowtul for his high Crimes and Of- 
* fences againit the Parliament,in his late and great miſcarriages: and de- 
«ſires them to paſs by theſe ſundry and great Offences. And contludes 
thus, © That I ſhall devote the remainder of my'days to' the Glory 
* of God, and good of his -people, the peace and ſafety of this Com-» 
* mon-Wealth, againſt all the Malignant Enemies and Oppoſers thereof. 
By this we may-(ce his Loyal Conceptions and Indeavours for the 
Kings Reſtaurationz and that St. Baxter comes not 'a jot ſhort'of 
him, ſee his Preface to his Holy Common-Wealth, whete he ſays,” That 
if the War was to begin again, he would take the Parliaments part 3 
If I ſhould do otherwiſe, I ſhould be guilty f Treaſon or | Diſloyalty a- 
gainſt the Soveraign Power of the Land, for I knew ot how to reſiſt of 
diſobey them, without violation of the' Command of God,"Rom. xiit. Let 
every ſoul be ſubje# to the Higher Power, and withont incurring the 'lan+ 
ger of the Condemnation there threatned to Reſiſters. Now it "theſe 
grave, prudent, modeſt, 'fober, ſincere, - and unexampled' Patterns 
of Loyalty go thus far, we may ceaſe to wonder, when we hear others 
of that Fraternity with greater boldneſs, and in plain terms juſtifie the 
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rake area __ all _ he event of that was, of a Glorious 

ing (as they canted it to gull the people) to make a Royal Martyr. 
Nets it any wonder, that their pd oe thould haveſo feeble bis 
upon them, theword of God being obligatory with them no further, 
than it conduceth to their deſign. For tell them, God Almighty by the 
mouth of his Holy Prophet Samnel ſays, Rebellion is like the (in of Witch- 
craft, and the reiterated admonition of the Apoſtles, Fear(3od, honour 
the King ; Where the word of a King is, there is power, and who ſhall ſay 
what doeſt thou £ And happy is the man that feareth the Lord and the 
King, Prov. xxiv. 21. A divine ſentence is inthe lips of the King, his 
mouth tranſgrefſeth not in Judgment, Prov. xiv. 10. This their Sophi- 
ſterstell us, 1s not to be underſtood in the extenſive Latitude of the 
Word, but muſt admit of Conſtruction, though we are Commanded by 
the Word of God in direct terms, not to add to or diminiſh ought 
from the Scripture. And no tunlike this was their Expoſition on that 
Clauſe in the Covenant (which they ſo ſolemnly ſwore to, adhere to) 
to defend the Kings Perion, which they expounded to be the King- 
dom. This is true Jeſuit all over, yet that the wicked Rump Parli- 
ament, nor their Complices were Papiſts, nor favourers of Papilts, 
is moſt certain ; for belides their inceſſant Exclamation againſt them, 
there were no ſort of people, throughout the Uſarpation, that lay 
under thoſe heavy preſſures that they did, as frequent Impriſon- 
ments , cnn, Fines, and Decimations : and this will be

of Oblivion ; did not they themſelves with their Scurrilous.and Sediti- 
ous-Libels hourly awake us out of our reſolv'd ſilence. ,I will conclude 
with theſe Divine Admonitions. Theſe filthy dreamers defile the fleſh, 
deſpiſe. dominion, and ſpeak evil , of dignities, Jude 8. :Repent ge far 
the \Kingdom of Heaven is at hand, Matth. iii. 2. Behold the Lord com-+ 
eth with ten thouſand of his Saints to execute judement upon theme ad, 
Jude 14, 15. My for, fear thou the Lord and the King, aud medglevot 
with them that are given to change, Prov. xxiv. 21.
